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Author Reading 
The Finest Hour at Plumb Library

Michael Tougias, co-author of The Finest 
Hours: The True Story of the U.S. Coast Guard's Most 
Daring Sea Rescue, will be presenting a slideshow on 
a 1952 Coast Guard rescue off the coast of Cape Cod 
at Plumb Library on July 28. The slideshow details 
the harrowing rescue of the Pendleton and the Fort 
Mercer, two oil tankers that, in a seemingly impos- 
sible coincidence, both split in half during a vicious 
nor'easter. 84 men were trapped in the bows and 
sterns of the two fatally wounded ships, and there 
was little hope for rescue. What ensued was a dra- 
matic rescue mission with 70 men surviving despite 
the odds. 

Mr. Tougias, a Plymouth resident, describes 
the 1952 rescue as "ordinary guys who did the seem- 
ingly impossible.'' Not only was it incredible that 
two oil tankers should both be ripped apart simul- 
taneously in such proximity to each other, but that 
so many men were rescued. The waves in this storm 
were larger than the Coast Guard rescue ships; some 
of the eyewitnesses described the successful rescue 
as being guided by "divine intervention." 

Mr. Tougias collaborated with author Casey 
Sherman to write this fast-paced chronicle of the 
1952 disaster. After four years of research that in- 
cluded poring over Coast Guard documents, inter- 
viewing survivors, and reading eyewitness accounts.

lack of opposition in the audience to the proposed 
water tower. When this issue was last discussed in 
March, there was some debate over relocating the 
water tower. Members of the Bay Club did not want 
the new tower to be placed within their view, where- 
as the town didn't want to incur the costs of moving 
the site. The proposed site change was ultimately 
accepted because the town did not want to engage in 
lawsuits and appeals for the next 18 to 24 months. 

Water department superintendent, Mr. Wil- 
liam T. "Nick'' Nicholson, presented the plans for 
a new tower that would need a variance for height, 
which is not going to exceed 99.5 feet. Mr. Nicholson 
said that, after the construction of the new tower, the 
older 1913 tower would be dismantled. There were 
no abutters in the audience to express opposition. 

The public participation phase ended at 7:00 
pm, and the board deliberated shortly thereafter. 
Board chairman Mr. Jeffrey T. Chase expressed relief 
at the lack of opposition, saying that this topic had 
been "hashed over" many times. The board hoped 
that the town would be able to sell the old water 
tower plot to help offset the money lost over the 
course of the long debate. 

The board motioned to accept this proposal 
at 8:00, and unanimously voted in favor. 

Another application of note belonged to Ms. 
Janice Weber and Mr. John Newton of 3 Tupola Lane 
who were looking to build a carriage house that 
would serve as a garage and woodworking stu- 
dio. The board had many questions concerning the 
proposed two-story carriage house, because it would 
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exceed allowed square footage under zoning and 
would have a bathroom with a shower. Since the 
board was particularly concerned with the structure 
being used as a rental property in the future, they 
drafted several conditions before approving the ap- 
plication. Among the conditions was that the car- 
riage house was not to be lived in at night. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:02 by Chair- 
man Chase.

ing the minutes of the July 6 meeting and executive 
sessions. Since there were no people scheduled to 
speak, the Board continued onto the correspondence 
section of the meeting. 

The Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
has proposed an optional local tax of .75% on meals, 
with the funds staying in the communities choos- 
ing to accept the tax. For Rochester, the approval of 
such a tax would amount to approximately $11,000 
yearly, and the tax would have to be implemented 
by August 31. Selectman Parker said that she did not 
support the tax since it would not create sizable rev- 
enue in a town like Rochester where the restaurant 
and hotel industry is small. Selectman Nunes said 
that the tax would only be worthwhile if a larger 
restaurant or hotel came to Rochester. No motion 
was made. 

SEMASS made a payment of $283,130 in 
lieu of taxes for the month of June. Mr. LaCamera 
announced that the moratorium on building new 
waste energy facilities is finally being lifted. Select- 
man Morse commented that methane exuded from 
regular landfills is contributing to global warming, 
and Chairman Nunes agreed, saying that the mora- 
torium lift will be "good news.'' 
The topic of the meeting shifted to state-wide cut-

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backs, and Mr. LaCamera announced that Rochester 
would not be seeing any of the stimulus package 
money. Mr. LaCamera met with Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Tim Murray recently to discuss the allocation 
of stimulus package money, saying his "shovel was 
ready" to deal with Lt. Governor Murray's response. 
In the end, towns with a population under 35,000 
will not be seeing much from the stimulus pack- 
age. Rochester will not receive any stimulus help for 
roads, the town hall, or the library. 

Mr. LaCamera used the state cut segue to 
discuss a meeting that he and other town admin- 
istrators will be attending in Worcester regarding

regionalization. Chairman Nunes noted that many 
budget-strapped communities are turning to region- 
alization to ease financial burdens. Mr. LaCamera 
responded that Rochester has already done quite a 
bit to ease tax-payer burden by regionalizing town 
accountants, recycling services, animal control, and 
veteran services. Chairman Nunes hoped that the 
town could regionalize even more, if needed. Se- 
lectman Parker commented that it is easier to share 
personnel than to share location. 

The Board moved onto the correspondence 
that stated ORR's recent audit showed a $30,144 
deficit. Mr. LaCamera said that Superintendent Dr. 
William Cooper was keeping a close eye on the bud- 
get and was "doing a great job,'' expressing further 
that "no one is being laid-off or anything." 

The Board then discussed the addition that is 
planned for Rochester Memorial School. The addi- 
tion will be a "green project," meaning that it will 
be designed with ecological living in mind. Select- 
man Parker asked if the project would include solar 
panels, but Mr. LaCamera stated that solar panels 
are too expensive in an ideal economy and will not 
be included in the final project. The addition will 
provide 16 new classrooms. This project will be dis- 
cussed at the planned fall town meeting.

Animal Advice

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is hlood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eukanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues?

St. Philip's 125*^ Anniversary 

This is a special year for St. Philip's Episcopal 
Church at 34 Water Street, Mattapoisett.

Seal of the Church, Great Seal of the Town of 
Mattapoisett and the whale ~ a reminder of Matta- 
poisett's early connection with the whaling industry.

For those who en- 
joy wasting hours of time 
seeking validation through 
high trivia scores, there is 
Sporcle.com. Sporcle is the 
answer for web-surfers like 
me, who accrue interests 
over the years and occasion- 
ally need to purge the random facts taking up pre- 
cious space in their brains. 

If you are the type of person who has been 
a student of pop culture for years - if you are the 
type of person who memorizes maps because why 
noil - if you are the type of person who will lose 
sleep when you can't remember all the lyrics to the 
"Charles in Charge" theme song - this is your new 
virtual stomping ground. 

Matt Ramme started the Sporcle website 
in 2007 to cultivate his own love of trivia. From 
March 2009 to June 2009, Sporcle increased its 
traffic by 47%, showing that there are a lot of trivia 
seekers out in cyberspace. Although the purpose of 
the website is mostly distraction and time-wasting, 
the site can be helpful to students who want to 
learn through repetition and self-testing. With a 
multitude of geography tests and language quiz- 
zes, it's the most enjoyable way to prepare for a 
test. 

There is a quiz on every topic on Sporcle: 
from Simpsons' trivia , to listing famous clowns, 
to 80' s sitcoms, to listing the shortest presiden- 
tial administrations; Sporcle has quizzes that will 
access every dusty memory from the corners of 
your brain. Included in the top ten popular Sporcle 
quizzes are: U.S. States, U.S. Presidents, Countries 
of Europe, Countries of the World, Corporate 
Logos, Countries of Asia and Countries of Africa. 
You can even take a stab at naming all the ele- 
ments on the periodic table. 



Some of the tests are incredibly easy, like 
naming the nine planets (yes, Pluto counts), to dif- 
ficult, like naming U.S. area codes. Some are decep- 
tive - one of the most popular quizzes on Sporcle 
is "Commonest English Words", where you have 
to name the top 100 words in the English language. 
Sounds easy? Try it - you'll be surprised how dif- 
ficult it is. 

The main challenge of Sporcle is that the 
quizzes are not multiple choice - you have to type 
in the answer and spell it correctly to "win" the 
quiz. The quizzes are timed, which means you 
only have three minutes to come up with all of the 
Disney Pixar films, six minutes to come up with all 
the NFL teams, etc. The limitation of time takes an 
already-fun quiz and adds a little adrenaline surge 
to the mix. 

Like any good friend, I've dragged my pals 
into the trivial abyss. We spend our days trying 
to name all of the European countries, or listing 
the Beatles albums in chronological order. We 
stake our intellectual self-worth on comparing our 
Sporcle scores and sometimes — just sometimes — 
we get a little too competitive. 

Be warned. Once you enter the time- 
wasting vortex that is Sporcle, you will cease all 
productivity. Dirty dishes will pile up in the sink. 
Your pantry will go bare. Your laundry pile may 
become a structural hazard. But you will learn an 
important lesson: there is no time for anything but 
Sporcle now.

Blood: The Last Vampire. Starring Gianna Jun and Allison 
Miller. Directed by Chris Nahon. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Let's talk about the blood in Blood: The Last Vampire. It 
never looks like blood. It's not the usual ketchup squirting; it's 
been rendered in a computer, and it looks like a mist of dark 
globs floating in the air like fat houseflies. This same computer, 
which must've been a Commodore VIC-20 someone picked up 
on eBay, also renders vampiric beasts known as ''chiropterans," 
which must be code for 'Tooks really fake." I prefer the fake- 
looking practical effects of the past, which at least had a certain 
charm. When an effect is fake and coldly computer-generated, 
you just picture a bunch of nerds sitting at their monitors 
chugging Mountain Dew and trying like hell to get the effects 
done on a budget of $1.98. 

The movie, long in development (though not long 
enough), is a live-action reworking of a stylish and far more 
cinematic anime from 2000. That earlier film jumped in and got 
the job done in 48 minutes. This new one pads it out to feature 
length, adding scenes and entire subplots that have nothing to 
do with the Blood mythology and certainly don't add anything 
of interest. The basic premise is the same: Saya (played here by 
South Korean actress Gianna Jun) is a half-human, half-vampire 
who must destroy the chiropterans. The action unfolds on a 
U.S. naval base in Tokyo during the Vietnam War. Saya, who 
is hundreds of years old but looks like a teenager, infiltrates 
a school on the naval base to see if there are any chiropterans 
there. 

Blood's original creator Hiroyuki Kitakubo was inspired 
by Buffy the Vampire Slayer, and the anime plays like a pilot 
episode for a show (the material later inspired the TV series 
Blood+, which got pretty deep into the mythology). The movie 
version appears to have been made by people who watched the 
first ten minutes of the anime and then decided to take the story 




into the most cliched direction imaginable. An American girl 
has been added — Alice, played by Allison Miller, who's sort 
of Kristen Stewart Lite, and Kristen Stewart is lite enough as it 
is. Allison's dad is a general on the base, and she keeps getting 
into vampire trouble that Saya keeps having to get her out 
of. The first major fight scene, which pits Saya against dozens 
of vampires, is completely unwatchable because it's shot so 
obliquely and edited so frantically to attempt to hide Gianna 
Jun's, to put it generously, inexperience at fighting. 

The fights go on forever without even beginning to 
work up any excitement, and there are many scenes of people 
standing around in rooms trading solemnly ridiculous dialogue. 
Really, is there supposed to be any entertainment value in this 
thing, or is it meant to be a ponderously stupid endurance test? 
The material obviously worked better as an anime, but if they 
were going to go live-action, they either needed to spend more 
money or go all the way into bargain-basement cheese. If you 
make a giant bat-like creature in a computer and it still looks 
like crap, you might as well just put a guy in a suit; it'd look like 
crap at half the price. Anyway, it all leads up to a fight between 
Saya and her evil white-clad mother, and that goes on forever, 
with the combatants being thrown through buildings and poor 
Alice dropped from a great height into shallow water, which she 
somehow survives, and there's a laughably pretentious final line 
that calls back to Lewis Carroll's Alice, and ... My companion, 
an anime fan, said it best: "The only thing they got right was the 
first ten minutes. The rest of it is bull[bleep]."
